JOINT CONVENTION. 


The Convention was called to order by the President of the Senate. 
Mr. Fuller moved that a Committee of two on the part of the Senate, and. 


three on the paxt of the House, be appointed to wait upon the Governor, and : 


inform him that the General ' Assembly, in Joint Convention, is ready to 
receive any communication he may be pleased to make, which was agreed to, 


and Messrs. Presson and Baird, of the Senate, and Messrs. Fuller, Griffin 


and Sroat were appointed said Committee. 


The Committee appeared, escorting the Governor, who delivered the 

following 
. MESSAGE. 
Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 

For the second time have you been called together by proclamation for 
specific purposes, during the short period that has elapsed since your term 
commenced by the provisions of the Constitution. But you are not this tinie 
a body of doubtful powers and precarious existence, dependent upon a future 
contingency for a definition of your status, and a recognition of your acts. 
On the 1st day of March last, six days subsequent to your late adjournment, 
the President ofthe United States, by proclamation, consummated the 
udmission of our new State, and by breathing life into the Constitution 
submitted by the Territorial Legislature, and ratified by the popular vote, 

conferred upon you the legislative authority of a sovereign people. . 

The framets of the Constitution evidently did not expect so long a lapse of 
time between the date of its ratification by the people, and its acceptance by 
the formal admission of Nebraska into the Union by act of Congress, would 
ensue, as to preclude an early regular session of the State Legislature. In 


consequence of this delay, it became the imperative duty of the Executive to ' 


convene you for a special session. 

As the provisions of the Constitution make it necessary that thé subjects of 
legislation to be considered during such a session, shall be stated in the 
Governor’ 8 pr oclamation, and repeated i in his message to both houses when 


assembled, and as the exigencies of the State require that this session shall, as | 


far as practicable, take the place of a regular session, I have endeavored to 


cover, in my proclamation, all the ground mecessary- to enable you to set the, 


machinery of State in motion, and to render the change of a Territorial toa 
State government as free from inconvenience as may be. 

Tt i is needless for me to enlarge upon the duties that the peculiar situation 
of the State requires of you. As, at the time of your selection by the people

NINTH. .The.revision or amendment'of the sections. — the Revised. Statutes 
commencing ‘at section five hundred and twenty-one, page four: dwridred and 
eighty-four, entitled ** Homesteads and other Exemptions. 


The phraseology of the -Exemption ‘Law is so obscure that it is fiable to 
mislead, and affords too much ground for misunderstanding as to thé:‘ainount 
of property actually exempt from execution and attachment. Section 521 
exempts personal property to the'aniount of $500 from forced sale or execution 
belonging to “heads of families who haye neither lands? town lots, ór’ houses 
subject to exemption or homesteads under the laws of the State. "And 
section 530 énumerates apparently in addition to this $500 exemption certain 
classes of personal property that “shall not be liable to attachments, execution 
"or sale on any final process issued ftom any court in this State aginst any 
“person, being a résident of this State or.a head of a family." 

But it can hardly be the intention to permit a debtor t» avail himself of the 
provisions of both’sections, incongruous as they apparently are. I recomménd, 
therefore, that these sections be so ‘revised or amended as to be rélidered 
consistent and intélligible to the masses. MD .

to the advantages offered by ‘the agricultural and mineral resources of Nebraska. 
That judicious but. liberal 2 e guided through proper channels, 


ex tad 
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would bring to our people a ten-fold return in population and capital, must be 
apparent to any one giving the matter the least attention. ' Our neighboring 
States have not neglected their interests in this respect, and have sent their 
agents in every direction to divert a share of the westward tending stream of 
emigration from over-populous countries to their own soil. I have been informed 
by one of our most reliable German citizens, that at the beginning of the 
present year, no less than 70,000 souls had engaged: théir passage to our 
shores in advance, at the single port of Bremen, in order to lose no time when 
the season for travel should open. And it is probable that the present year 
will witness an influx of immigration to the United States rarely, if ever 
.equaled in our past history. ‘Had we no other indications than the largé 
conseriptions about to be made for the increase of the European armies, the 
rumors of impending war upon the ‘continent, and the growing symptoms of 
discontent in Ireland, we could safely predict an increased accession of foreign- 
ers, seeking in our midst the immunities of a free government, and homesteads 
ready to yield them a competence with an outlay of AROE and capital .compar- 
atively trifling. 
It loud us then, that we be not derelict in competing for settlers, but 
_ that every means be used to publish abroad our natural advantages of soil, 
climate, and easy communication with commercial cénters. I therefore 
earnestly commend this subject to your consideration: 


EIGHTEENTH. ‘The location and APON. of such lands as are.or may be 
hereafter donated to the State by the General Government for any purpose. 


In an act of Congress, approved on the 19th day of April, 1864, entitled 
* An Act to enable the people of Nebraska to form a Constitution and State 
‘Government, and for the admission of such State intothe Union on an equal 
footing’ with ‘the original States,” is found the following provisions : 

4 SEC. 7. And be it further enacted, That sections numbered sixteen and 
“thirty-six, in every township, and when such sections have been or are other- 
* wise disposed of, by any act of Congress, other lands; equivalent thereto, in 
“legal subdivisions of not less than one quarter section, and as contiguous as 
“may. be, be and are Bereuy granted to said: State for the support. of. common 
“schools.” 

The school Jands has all been located and reserved in ae iti the 
above provision, except upon the territory lately known as the * Half: Breed 
Reserve," lying between the Great and Little Nemaha rivers in the counties 
of Richardson and Nemaha. According to precedents; the-extinguishments 
of the title to such tracts of land, has placed them upon the same footing with 
lands originally forming a part of the public domain, with n to the right: 
of reservation for school purposes. 

I recommend that steps be taken to secure froni the General Government 
an order to the land office, making the reservation 1n this instance. 

By the terms of sections 8, 9 and 10: of the act of Congress aforesaid, the 
people of the State, upon its admission, became the grantees of a large amount 
of land, donated for Specific purposes, and entrusted to your body for selection, 
location and disposition. As these grants are conditioned upon the event of 
their location on or before the 1st day of January next, it becomes your duty

1. In every case of an amendment of a bill agreed. to in one House, and 
dissented to in the other, if either Honse shall request a conference, and 
appoint a committee for that purpose, and the other House shall appoint a 
committee to confer, such committee shall, ata convenient hour, to be agreed 
upon by their Chairman, meet and state to each other verbally, or in writing, . 
as either shall choose, the reasons of their resepective House for and against’ 
the amendment, and confer freely thereon. 


: 2. When a message shall be sent from the Senate to the House "of 
Representatves, it shall be announced at the door of the House by the 
doorkeeper, and shall be respectfully communicated to the Chair by the person.

5. While bills are on their passage between the two houses, they shall be 
on paper, and under the signature of the Chief Clerk, of each house 
respectively. 


. 6. After a bill shall have passed both houses, it shall be duly enrolled by 
the Enrolling Clerk of the House of Representatives, or of the Senate, as the 
bill may have originated inthe one or the other house, before it shall be - 
presented to the Governor of the State for his approval.t 


7. When bills are enrolled, they shall be examined by a joint committee 
of three from the Seuate, and five from the Honse of Representatives 
appointed as a standing committee for that purpose, one of whom, from each, 
house, shall carefully compare the enrollment with the engrossed bills, as passed 
in the two houses, and correcting any errors that may be discovered in the 
enrolled bills, make their report forthwith to their respective houses. 


8. After examination and report each bill shall be signed in their 
respective house, first by the Speaker of the House of Representatives, then 
by the President of the Senate. 


9. Aftera bill shall have thus been signed in each house, it shall be . 
presented by the said committee to the Governor for his approbation, (it 
being first endorsed on the back of the roll, certifyieg in which house the 
same originated ; which endorsement shall be signed by the Chief Clerk of the 
House in which the sathe did originate,) and shall be entered on the journal

Again, your Committee cannot see the propriety’ of so much haste ia the | 


selection of the grounds. Ordinary prudence would suggest that even’ in the 
selection of a farm or lot for a “permanent” location by an individual, more 
time would be required than the interval between the close of the Legislative - 
Session’ and the 15th day of July; and ‘the ‘lodation of a State Capitol, 
University and: College, should not be located with such ruinous haste. Cities 
are not located in'a month*nor a day, excépt on paper,, unless. they have 
great natural advantages of river, harbor, or ‘present prospective thoroughfares, 
or surrounded by a large farming community, or mining, or similar interests. 


It may be asked with . -propriety, who can tell where such a spot is to be 


found in the limited.space of thirty days ?. : Twelve months should be given . 


to make a selection so vital and important to-the best interests of our. large 
State, and certainly, if left tothe final decision-of three men. This question 
has not yet been agitated throughout the length.and breadth of the State, and 
should the bill pass without aniendment, many citizens of the State would 
have no knowledge of-the scheme, until after: the location, . At least the 
leading mén from all sections of: the State should be consulted by the Board 
of Commissioners; they should examine thoroughly, the different locations 
offered, and calmly; deliberately, and with -no niotives but the best interests 
of the ` whole State, should the selection be made. These remarks are all 
predicated on the proposition of the bill, that. it is wise for a small number of 
men to make the selection; but it leads me to another objection, which seems 
to be the most formidable of all: The bill lacks one important - provision; 
and that is, that after the location is made, the whole matter should. be. 
submitted. to the; people for their approval or rejectien: ‘The-people pay the 
taxes, already too burdensome,’ but. submitted to -for the publie good;- -and, 
however interested parties:may claim that no money, no appropriation will: “be: 
Required; ‘such is not the‘ case ; large appropriations will be needed from. time 
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to time, and .sooner than the people, with their; Already. onerous taxes, will: be: 
ready to pay them. 

Another remonstrance which will be presented is, ‘that the question. has: not.” 
yet been fully ‘discussed, nor has the time come to, discuss, it, whether the. 
University and Agricultural College should bé united, or should bé different - 
institutions, wholly separated in their organization. Some. of the best minds . 
prefer the one course and some the other, but no expréssion could be. 
obtained during the few days of the Session to elapse, Another and final -. 
objection which we will discuss, is that there is, to say the: ‘least, doubtful: 
propriety, in locating all our public buildings in one place. Very i many think | 
it would be better to give these institutions to the cities already commenced, 
to help build them up, and that it would be wise to distribute. them 
throughout the State. These are all questious of almost infinite moment: to . 
the fortunes and interests of our own State, and should not be settled by fifty. 
men composing a Legislature, who are, many of them, but recent citizens, 
and who cannot fully appreciate the wants of the people. of the whole State. 
This brings us back to the irresistible conclusion that the people should, in. 
all these measures, be consulted. 

On general principles, we cannot agree with the provisions of the bill, 
because we do not believe the time has come for these radical changes. to- bé. 
made. We have the best building ever occupied by any ‘Territorial 
Government, and consequently the best ever- belonging to a new State. 
With a trifle spent in repairs it will be all that would be required for 
years. It is centrally located so far as our thoroughfares are concerned, 
and much more so than the proposed site’ could be for many years, and: 
without asking anything as a representative of the County where it is , 
located, would not the unprejudieed' voice of the people- be to let it | 
remain until it can be better placed. 

The same is true of our proposed University and Agricültural College, - 
the time has not yet come to tully settle the question of location. We 
do not know where we wish them, and .do not wish them at all, until 
we have the means at hand to make them what they ought to be—an 
honor and blessing to the people. 

Universities and colleges, with high-sounding titles, and no money to- 
back them, are poor things; and evén the sale of public lands, if quickly . 
disposed of, would not put them on, firm foundation, and they should not. 
be sold until they will yield a much larger sum than at present, at least, 
as much as is required by the Constitution for the School Lands, viz:. 
$5.00 per acre. These lands should be guarded with the utmost. vigilance. 
and their full value received and appropriated for this and coming gene.

be to form and perfect her Common School system, develope their interests, - 
place them on a firm foundation and wait two or three years for High 
Schools.
